tian to pity them. When men set themselves up 
ad prophets, like the shoemakers and saddlers 
of Germany 150 years. ago, or reveal any kin- 
dred eccentricities of thought, it will be time te 
take alarm. Till they appear we can bear all 
manner of good and faithful men, even 2 
they sometimes make a strange melange of the 
teachings of John, and Paul, and Jesus Christ. 
And more, we can rejoice in their work as the 
work of God,—a learned and heavy ministry, and 
a conservative church being a tolerable balance 
to measures, or words, or doctrines that are not 
in all respects sound and wise. 

But are the fruits of great revival periods per- 
manent? In general terms, yes; that is to say, 
if you regard the general effect on religion. 
Many may fall away, but many endure, maintain- 
ing a good confesmon while they live. The 
waste, sad as it may be, in given instances, for 
more reasons than I have time to mention, is, 
after all, according to a universal law. You can- 
not build a house er make a column, or sow and 
reap an acre of wheat, or en in barter, or ac- 
complish any work in life, without waste, material 
lost or thrown away, energies misdirected, and 
shrinkage ia the garner. Whitefield’s work 
ie wot gathered up in a denomination, but it 
abides none the less. Wesley's great revival 
movement shapes Christian thought the world 
aver. It was the incarnation, as it were of an 
idea the Synod of Dort could not allow, namely: 
that the Gospel is offered sineerely to the whole 
world. And Moody, second to none in energy 
and simple devotion to his Master, and whom it 
is vain for any one toimitate, is shaking a King- 
dom, and winning thousands to Christ, many of 
whom, doubtiess, will endure in the faith, and 
shape the Christianity of the next generation. 

The work of the Gospel ise modified by the 
workmen, by the class of people among whom 
they work, by the inheritance of the preceding 
generation, and by new—that is, to-day freshly 
discovered purposes of God. It will always be 
open to criticism. Unexceptional wisdom is 
neither with the worker nor with the observer. 
The wisest are not too wise to learn. I remem- 
ber that when Dr. Kirk went to Boston he was 
received with coldness by the ministry, nd be- 
gen his long end work there as the 
People's minister.” And soa maa of mark in 
the last century, the German pastor D’Annow. 
This eloquent and original preacher opened his 
house for weekly prayer-meetings, much to the 
scandal of his brethien in the ministry.

Revival periods are justified by several con- 
siderations which are not always mentioned. 
One is the influence of such periods on doctrinal 
and ecclesiastical opinions. Prelacy, exclusive- 
ism like that of our Baptist brethren, hyperortho- 
doxy like that of one wing in our own Church, 
the exclusive right of ordained ministers to the 
service of preaching the Gospel, and all forms 
which assert themselves against the remainder 
of the world, and which cannot be reasoned 
down, are melted down more and more, im 80 far 
as they contradict the unity of the : 
tian family. Men panoplied in their ism can 
answer an argument, but they cannot resist the 
wind and,tide setting towards the great centre, 
Jesus Christ, In times they can punctuate 
an article or a prayer against the hope of a hun- 
gry soul. But when the spirit of God heaves 
the masses all truth reads like the old, pure, 
Hebrew Bible, which 1 by no man's 
vowels er accents. ‘‘Where the spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty!”

MISCELLANEOUS, 
HOW TO ESCAPE HELL. 
SERMON BY THE REV. MR. PHELPS, OF LEMONT, 

The Rev. Mr. Phelps preached at the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, at Lemont, last Sunday, 
taking as his text: 

How shall ye escape. the damnation ef hell 1~ Mat 
thew, i., 33 

The word ‘“‘helf” a translation of the Greek 
word Gehenna, is a term used to designate the 
Valley of Hinnom. 

Thin valley bounds Jerusalem on the north, 
and lies below Mount Zion— scene of sacred 
and imperishsble associations. In this valley 
Molocs, the national god of the Amorites, was 
worshiped with the horrid and inhuman rite of 
sacrificing children in the fire. When Josish, 
in his conquests, overthrew this idolatry, he 
poured contempt upon the infernal practice by 
casting into the vailey the bones of the de- 
parted. In the estimation of the old Hebrews, 
the bones of the dead caused the greatest of all 
pollutions. Whatever person, place, or things, 
they touched were forthwith considered un- 
clean.” Hence this Valley of Hinnom, this 
Gehenna, this hell,” having been the recepta- 
ole of the human remaios which Josiah threw 
into it, was considered a place the most polluted 
and acoursed. From this arcumstance it be- 
came a common receptacie for all the refuse of 
the City of Jerusalem. Here large quantities of 
decomposing vegetable and animal matter were 
constantly thrown. This putrescent matter gen- 
erated an abundance of worms; the worm here 
never died. To prevent the noxious effirvia 
springing from this mass of corruption poison- 
ing the atmosphere and breathing disease and 
death into the heart of the city, fres were kept 
burning day and night. This valley, therefore, 
was literally a place where “the worm never 
died, and where the fire was never quenched.” 
Jesus, as a teacher, always seized on such inci- 
dents and facts as were familiar to His hearers, 
in order to illustrate Hie meaning. He uses now 
this abominable worm-generating and perpetu- 
ally. bursiug valley to symbolize the dark destiny 
which awaits the wicked. So much for explana- 
er 

etext is but one of numerous figurative 
¢ which teach conclusively that, some- 
where in the universe of God, there is a scene 
of tearful retribution for the wicked. The New 
Testament abounds in imagery no leas startling 
and TT . We read of outer darkness,” 
of a “lake of fire,” of a * bottomless pit,” of a 
“ place of torment,” of the *‘ blackness of dark- 
ness forever.” This language, though coufessed- 
ly highly figurative, is fraught with a tremen- 
dous meaning, and well adapted to start in the 
mind the most terrific ideas of agonizing torture. 
It is far enough from my aim at present, and far 
enough from my judgment aud taste at Sony 
tume, to occupy your attention with any horrific 
description of the miseries of hell. Nor is it my 
intention to speculate about the precise nature 
or scene of future punihment. o wish simply 
to dull your attention to the fact. Were there 
no record given us by plenary ine~‘ration, there 
would still be considerations sufficisatly potent 
to compel ofir faith in the doctrine. s man 
who denies it as truly offers violence to the phi- 
losophy of his nature as to the testimonies of 
this Book.

No. 50 Broap Srmer, New Tonk, March 26,

TAXATION OF CAPITAL STOCK. 
Judge Drumonxp has announced, though 
he has not yet rendered, his decision upon 
the points presented to the United Staies 
Circuit Court as to the power of the State to 
assess the shares of capital stock of corpora- 
tions chartered by the State in addition to 
the actual tangible property held by such 
corporations. Pending the hearing of the 
case the Court had granted a temporary in- 
junction restraining the collection of the tax; 
that injunction is now made perpetual. The 
principle of it applies to all corporations hav- 
ing stockholders resident in other States.

The decis- 
ion of Judge Draummonp may therefore be

To understand this highly-important de- 
cision correctly, it should be remembered that 
the State Revenue law of 1872 provided that 
the State Board of Equalization should an- 
nually assess as personal property the mar- 
ket value or actual value of the shares of the 
capital stock of every corporation; that to 
this they should add the tal mount of all 
indebtedness (/) except current expenses; 
that from the aggregate of these sums they 


tangible property owned by the corporation, 
and that the difference should be assessed as 
the stock and franchise “‘over and above” 
the value of the tangible property of such 
corporation. Under this law, corporations 
are taxed upon all their real and personal 
property of whatever kind, by valuation, just 
as individuals are. In addition, they are 
taxed upon whatever sum their aggregate 
capital stock and their debts amount to over 
and above the value of their visible actual 
property. To a mind of ordinary intelli- 
gence, when a man is taxed upon all he holds 
that has a corporeal existence or substantial 
value; on all that the Sheriff can seize on 
execution, or that can be insured, or that is 
visible to the eye, or capable of being weighed, 
counted, or measured, he is taxed upon about 
all that he owns; but when, in addition to 
this, he is taxed on the paper certificates, or 
written deeds, or other evidences of his share 
and title in such property, and when these 
evidences of title in the property are valued 
at a much higher sum than the property they 
represent, and are taxed accordingly, it hardly 
requires a judicial mind to discover the du- 
plicate taxation. But the Illinois Legislature

If aman com- 
bined his small means with those of half a 
dozen neighbors, and, in consideration of 
their personal skill and labor, other men out- 
side the State advanced capital to purchase 
coal, irs, copper, or other metal, or hides, 
or wo6l or cotton, or woods of various kinds, 
and /emplo labor to conyert these raw 
materiajs into articles of use, commanding 
ready sale, the absurd law of Ilinois regard- 
ed such a proceeding as a most iniquitous of- 
fense, and punished it by adding 100 per 
cent to the general and local taxes on the 
property of such men. If ten men, each 
having $5,000, seeing the cheapness 
and want of sale of raw material 
around them, the abundance: of unem- 
ployed labor, should unite their means to 
engage in manufacturing, and issue to each 
other certificates that each had $5,000 inter- 
est in the business, and was entitled to profits 
and subject to losses in proportion, the law 
of Illinois branded these men as a species of 
malefactors, warring against the best interest 
of society, whose property should be confis- 
cated in the form of discriminating taxation, 
and hence the whole army of tax assessors 
and collectors, reinforced by the State Board 
of Equalization, to hunt these men and 
bring them to bankruptcy and rain. All per- 
sons beyond the State were warned by the 
law and by the State Board not to bring 
capital into Illinois to be invested in cor- 
porations to carry on industrial production. 

Judge Drummonn’s decision puts aside this 
bad law, which was inspired by ignorance, 
enacted by demagogues, and insisted on by 
anen who unite both ignorance and demagog- 
ism, to the disgrace of the State for whom 
they legislate. The removal of this law, even 
by judicial decision, will elevate the character 
of the State, will give new impetus to produc- 
tion, will invite ¢apital to put industry at 
labor, and will arouse once more the stagnant 
prosperity of the State. The Legislature has 
lost the credit and honor which it might have 
won by repealing the law in anticipation of 
the decision of the Courts.

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SAMPLE PARTISAN LEGISLATION. - 
The evil of partisan legislation needs no 
demonstration in the abstract ; but the Demo- 
cratic Legislature of Ohio have recently given 
a sample of the practical workings. Toledo 
and Cincinnati have, as all large cities ought 
to have, two houses in the Common Council, 
—a Board of Councilmen and a Board of 
Aldermen. In Cinainnati, both houses are 
Democratic; in Toledo, the Board of Alder- 
men is Democratic and the Board. of Coun- 
cilmen Republican. The Democrats desired 
to get rid of the Republican Board in order 
to remove all check upon the Democrats, and 
then proposed to confer some extraordinary 
powers upon the Board of Aldermen, 
such as the control of the police, the 
Water-Works administration, and other par- 
tisan rascality. But, fortunately, Ohio has 
a constitutional prohibition of special legisla- 
tion, The Legislature was, therefore, con- 
fronted with the problem of getting rid. of 
the Republican Councilmen without violating 
this constitutional provision. A Bourbon 
named Porrre undertook to dispose of this 
difficult matter, and a pretty pot he and his 
Bourbon associates have made of it. The 
only way they could think of was by reviv- 
ing a clause of the Municipal Code which 
provided that ‘‘ The legislative authority of 
all the cities shall be vested in a Council 
consisting of two members from each of the 
wards.” But the Legislature seemed to ig- 
nore the fact that this included Oin- 
cinnati. So it is discovered that, in 
the effort to abolish the Republican 
Board of Councilmen in Toledo, it also abol- 
ished the Democratic Board of Councilmen 
in Cincinnati! But the discoVeries do not 
stop here. It seems that a special exception 
was made of Toledo in the Municipal Code, 
so that, while other cities were to have one 
body, Toledo was to have two. It is, thero- 
fore, still a question whether the re-enacé- 
ment of the Municipal Code Nause does not 
abolish the Democratic Board of Councilmen 
in Cincinnati but retain the objectiona- 
ble Republican Board of Oouncilmen 
in Toledo, at which the measure 
was originally aimed. It would serve 
the Democratic Legislature right if this 
should prove to be the case. We presume 
that some means will be found to patch up 
the business satisfactorily to the Democrats, 
but hardly without violating the constitu- 
tional provision against special legislation in 
spirit and effect. We do not recall so glaring 
an instance of partisan contempt for the 
legitimate purposes of legislation. It can 
scarcely fail to disgust the intelligent and 
honest people of Ohio with their Democratic 
rule and make certain of a return to a Repub- 
lican administration next fall.

I fear there is abundant evidence that during th, 
whole of last summer he and his personal friends 
worked tothe utmost of their ability to bring about a 
third-term feeling. Even now, when itis so evident 
that he cannot be renominated, no one can get from 
him the simple declaration that he does not wish his 
tenure at the White-House renewed,

and naturally have great sympathy for our Chief; but 
do not think he should have such contempt for the 
party that has twice placed him in power as not to 
speak a reassuring word to it.

RxrII— Our correspondent vastly exagger- 
ates the importance of the subject, and es- 
pecially the importance of a disclaimer 
by the President. The President cannot re- 
elect, nor even renominate, himself. The 
people only can elect a President. If a 
majority of the American people want a 
President for a third term, there is no power 
anywhere to prevent them having him. All 
the schemes and plans of politicians are of 
no avail either to elect or defeat a candidate 
for a third term against the wish of the peo- 
ple. The President cannot re-elect himself. 
Jonx Apams, Joun Quincy Apams, and Marri 
Va Buren, were Presidents who, while in 
office, tried to be elected à second term, but 
failed disastrously. Other Presidents, Txxxn, 
Poxx, Fon, Bucnanan, and Jomxsok, 
sought to be candidates for re-election, but 
failed even to get nominated for a secon: 
term. Politicians and office-holders are, we 
admit, too frequently subservient to the Pres- 
ident in office; but there is no class of men 
who are better informed as to 


a National Convention, say about February 
next. By that time they will regain the use 
of speech on the subject of ‘ third-term 
nonsense.” Executive influence ceases to 
restrain or command the tongues of office- 
holders after the third year of a Presidential 
term is ended and the fourth year is reached. 
Our correspondent will never hear third term 
mentioned in Republican circles after next 
New Year's, or 4th of March at latest. 


THE PLUNDER OF AMERICAN LABOR. 

Canada is advertising, in the labor-prints of 
England, for immigrants. The advertise- 
ménts draw a noteworthy parallel between 
the condition of the workingman in Canada 
and that of his fellow across the line. The 
parallel is not to our advantage. The com- 
forts of life in Canada are naturally painted 
in somewhat roseate hues, while the discom- 
forts of life in the United States are limned 
in o’er dark colors. Nevertheless, when due 
allowance has been made for prejudice and 
exaggeration, some substantial truth remains 
to our disadvantage. 

Wages in Canada are somewhat lower in 
the number of dollars and cents than they are 
here, but are higher in purchasing power. 
Clothing costs not much more than half what 
we pay for it. The constant smuggling of it 
across the frontier shows that there is a great 
difference in price, and the quotations of the 
two markets prove that this difference is at 
least 50 per cent. In rents, the Canadian 
workingman has a great advantage. His feel, 
too, despite our vast deposits of coal, is 
cheaper. It is claimed that his food costs 
him less, but the percentage of saving in this 
must be small. Still, a small saving on each 
item would make no inconsiderable figure in 
the year’s expenses; for half of the average 
laborer’s income is spent for food and gro- 
ceries of all kinds. 

The advertisements, which are published 
certainly with the sanction of the Canadian 
Government and apparently under its direc- 
tion, fix the average wages of farm laborers 
at $10 to $16 per month in gold, with board 
and lodging, and those of mechanics at $2 to 
$3 aday, gold, without board and lodging. Our 
farm laborers get from $15 to $20 a month 


of par, and our mechanics get what they can 
in the same kind ‘of depreciated currency. 


the last two yéars that it is difficult to strike 
an average. Carpenters earned $3.50 to $4 
a day in this city in September, 1878. Dur- 
ing the next few months, 
them got only $1.50. Since then thair wages 
have been slowly rising. The average wages 
of mechanics now is certainly not over $2.25 
@3.00. These figures show a slight margin 
in favor of labor in the United States, but 
this margin is swallowed up, several times 
over, by the depreciation of the money and 
the higher price of the necessaries of life on 
this side of the border. 

The Canadian Government claims that the 
workingmen living under it not only get 
wages which will buy much more than those 
paid in the United States, but that they are 


tax per capita at $23 in the United States, 
$12 in England, and less than $4 in Canada. 


The difference is not as great as this, but it 


amounts to a good deal, nevertheless. 

Wages would naturally be higher in the 
United States than in Canada. Our area of 
arable land is larger; our climate (an all-im- 
portant factor in production) is much better ; 
and our great variety of both climate and soil 
creates a great diversity of possible employ- 
ments. Fora series of years, wages were 
much higher on this side of the line, so that 
thousands of Canadians came across. Many 


ot them ate now going back, especially from 


the manufacturing towns of New England. 

Since nature would make wages higher 
with us, it must be art which has made them 
lower. The art of politics is responsible. 
The natural advantages are on our aide, 
but the artificial advantages are on 
the other, and they turn the scale. The 
Canadian workingman sells his labor and 
buys his goods on a gold basis. No fluctuat- 
ing currency robs him vf a few cents on every 
dollar. Moreover, he is not fleeced by a high 
tariff for the benefit of a subsidized class. 
Canada taxes imports to raise revenue, not 
to proteot anybody. A fluctuating eur- 
rency and a high tariff, then, are the causes 
which have lowered wages in the United 
States. They plunder labor. When we 
once more buy and sell by the gold standard 
and once more have a “‘ revenue tariff,” then 
the purchasing power of the wages of our 
workingmen will be the highest in the world.

Postmaster-General Jewell says that, 
soon after he took charge of the Department, he 
bad occasion to file a similer complaint at the 
State Department, when he was informed by 
Secretary Fish that.these atrocities had been the 
subject of extensive cor-espondence between the 
State Department and the Mexican Government. 
From this ‘co:respondence it. appeared that the 
Mexican Government bad aiso reason to complain 
of raids by Americans on the Texas frontier. 
Secretary Fish was himself of the opinion that 
the authors of these outrages were border out- 
laws, com cipaliy of Americans. Fish 
states that the Mexic.n Government bad always 
signified its readiness to prevent these invasions, 
but that, as often as Mexiean troops were sent 
to the localities where the depredations wére 
reported to have been committed, it was found 
that the marauders had fled. The territory 
‘is so vast that the small Mexican army 
is not able to prevent the acis. The 
Mexican Government bas, however, stated 
thev know no reason why 
the United States should be compelied to bear 
the enormous expense of keeping the Rio Grande 
and the Brazos alive with cavalry, and that, 
while these troubles are to be regretted by both 
countries, they seem to be the fate of those who 
choose to live on the frontier. This curious 
theory of the protection due from the Govern- 
ment toiss pioneer settlers was expressed by 
Minister .

FITZ JOHN RORTER. 
A BAD PROSPECT FOR HIM. 
Dispatch to New York Tribune. 

WasnineTon, March 26.—The Cabinet meeting 
to-day was mainly devoted to a discussion of the 
application to the President of Gen. Fitz John 
Porter for a rehearing of his case. The matter 
has been frequently discussed by the Cabinet 
before, and it may be stated with entire cer- 
tainty thas the President will refuse to appoint 
a Board for reviewing the findings of the 
court martial. The President has taken 
a great interest in the case, and 
probably nobody not familiar with it at the time 
of the trial, and the occurredees attending it, 
understands the facts better. He has devoted 
much time to the examination of the records, 
and is very much opposed to Gen. Porter. He 
regards him as baying been guilty of atrocious 
eouduct, and the friends of the casliered officer 
may oniv expect opposition from the Presi- 
dent. Whether be will reply to the application 
of Gen. Porter f a court of inguiry is 
doubtful. If he replies at all, he will 
reject the application on the ground that 
the Court could have no legal or moral standing, 
so that its finding could de regarded as of any 
effect, and chat the Court would have no power 
to punish Gen. Porter if guilty, or to abrogate 
his sentence if innocent. All the members of 
the Cabinet, with perhaps one exception, hold 
similar views to those of the President. The 
Secretary of War said be would be willing for 
Gen. Porter to have a new trial if the Court 
could have power to sboot him if he was found 
guilty, and to restore him if found ingocent. 
As ihe Court couldjin no case have this power, he 
«as in favor of disallowing his petition. 


THE NEW TAX-TARIFF BILL. 
LETTER TO sr. LOUIS MANUFACTURERS. 
Dispatch to Philadelphia Times. 

Wasurtneron, March 26.— The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenpé has written a long letter to 
the St. Louis tobacco manufacturers in reply to 
their protest against the action of the Govern- 
ment officials in requiring a report to be made of 
all tobacco stamped on March 3, in order that an 
additional tax of 4 cents per pound may be as- 
sessed and collected on such tobacco, under the 
act approved March 3, 1875. He incloses the 
‘*Bagley letter, and refers to the argu- 
ment therein Contained, to show exclusively 
that the act in question took effect at the first 
moment of March 3, aithough it was not approv- 
ed uptii some fifteeu or sixteen hours afterwards. 
He admits that the manufacturers were not cog- 
nizant that the 24 per cent bill had become a 
law until after business hours on March 3, and 
also admits that it was not known to the In- 
ternal Revenue @ffice prior to that time. He, 
however, contends that during the business 
hours of March 3 it was known by means of the 
telegraph end public press that the said Tax bill 
had passed both Houses of Congress, aud on! 
awaited thesignaiure of the President, that Marc 
3 was the last day of the Forty-third Congress, and 
that the bill must be signed on that day to be- 
com a law. These circumstances, he alleges, 
should have put cautious and pradent men on 
their guard, so that they need not have been 
misied to their injury. The Commissioner re- 
luctantly admits that Collectors were not in- 
structed not to sell tobacco stamps on March 3, 
and excuses himself on the ground that it would 
have been highly improper to attempt to give 
effect to a bill before it had receiyed the signa- 
ture of the President, and before it was really 
known whether it would become a law or not. 
He does not attempt to reconcile this point of 
official etiquette with the previous assertion that 
the tobacco mhanufacturers ought to have known 
that the President would sign the bill.

What He Thinks of the General 
Situation,

SUITS AGAINST AN ELEVATOR-FIRM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Triowne, 

McGrercor, Ia., March 28.—Beedle & Slee, of 
Cresco, Ia., some time ago had their elevator 
burned to the ground, and, at the same time, a 
large amount of wheat was in the elevator, which 
was consumed, This wheat was owned mostly 
by the farmers of Howard County. Nineteen of 
these farmers, soon after fire, com- 
menced suits against the elevator-men 
to recover the value l 
claiming that bringing 
the eleyator and taking a warehouse receipt 
constituted a sale, and not a bailment, as claimed 
by defendants. Plaintiffs recovered in the court 
below, and defendants appealed to the Supreme 
Ceurt of the State. One of the nineteen cases is 
made a test case, and it depends upon the con- 
struction of the receipt whether it is a sale or 
bailment. I give below a copy of one of the ro- 
ceipts used and given to the farmer when he de- 
livered his wheat: :

The word buyer in receipt is explained by de- 
fendants in this manner: t, at the time that 
these receipte were printed,’ they only received 
wheat in store for wheat-buyers ; and after- 
wards, when they received wheat im store for 
farmers as well, they continued to use the same 
receipt without any change; also, where the 
grade was left blank, as in the receipt of which I 

give a copy, grade No. 2 was understood.

LOCAL LETTERS. 


To the Editor of Pré Chicago Tribune: 

CAA, March 27.—I have read with interest 
your late account of the recent discoveries 
among the cuneiform inscriptions taken from the 


Jexcevetions at Kouyounjik by the expedition of 


the London Telegraph, aud, while not disputing 
their great interest, and importance, I wish to 
differs with you as to the conclusions drawn by 
you in your editorial regarding the origin of the 
Book of Genesis, those conclusions not being 


‘sustained by the facts. You take ground with 


Draper, that the greater part of the narrative 
portion of the Book of Genesis is of Assyrian 
origin, being the Assyrian version of the many 
mythical traditions touching the Creation common 
among all primitive peoples: that during the 
Babylonian captivity’ uncer Shalmaneser and 
Nebuchadnezzar, lasting during a period of fifty- 
six years, the Jews became familiar with the 
Assyrian legends, which, upon their return to 
their own country upon the accession of 
Cyrus, they carried with them, and in- 
corporated with their national religion. 
The coincidence between the recently-discover- 
ed inscriptions and the Book of Genesis in it- 
self proves nothing furtber than the mere fact 
that, some time in their respective bistories, the 
Israclites and Assyrians hud come into contact, 
and that at that time one of them had received 
from the other the legends in question. And 
here I wish to correct the chronology by which 
ou assiga B. C. 1100 as the date at which the 
brary of Sardanapalus wes Collected. Sardana- 


r King in ques don, was the last King 
0 


Assyria, and the best authorities, Rawlinson, 
Layard, etc., fix the date of his fall between B. 
B. 625 and 605. This difference of dates makes a 
material difference of result, as at that time ten 
of the Ieraelitish tribes, those known as the 
Israelites in distinction to those of the Jews, 
had been 117 years in captivity, distributed 
throughout the entire Kingdom. These records 
bad therefore at that time been the joint posses- 
sion of both Israelites and Assyrians for 117 
years, and there is nothing to sho exclusive 
ion on the part of the Assyrians prior to 


that time, and the presumptive evidence 


seems to be against such a conclusion. as. I shall 


show. The history of the Jews from the time of 
the Exodus is tolerably certain, as also their re- 


formul ated and strictly defined by Moses 1,400 
B. C. Their religion differed totally from that 
of all other religions, by its peculiar feature of 
monotheism—by its idea of one God, omuipo- 
tent, omniscient, immutable. the Creator of all 
things. The formulation of their religion was 
complete and thorough ; there were no ambigui- 
ties, no uncertainties, but all was Thus saith 
the Lord,” and the pervading idea was the power 
and might of the Lord, the all-pervading ompip- 
otence.

To the Hutter of The Chieaqo Tridune; 

Wavuxraan, III., March 25.—Having read the 
charges made against the Protection Life, and 
the replies of its officials, I concluded to ask you 
to be kind enough to allow me to add this to Mr.
